The final office of 1/22/2004 is withdrawn in view of the following new grounds of 
rejection. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-3, 8, 9, 18 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Rosheim (U.S. Patent 6,105,455). 

Rosheim shows a continuous motion robotic device 10 having at least three robotic 
arms 20, 20', 20" wherein the robotic arms may each include an end effector and they 
rotate a full 360 degrees about a central axis 13. At least two of the arms may pass 
through different angles relative to the central axis at the same point in time, see for 
example Figures 9 and 10. There is also disclosed a drive system for the robotic arms. 

Re claim 2, the arms are all identical. 

Re claim 3, each arm includes three links such as 20, 30 and 25. 

Re claim 8, shown are pivot joints 21 and 27 linking the arms together. 

Re claim 9, joint 27 allows rotary motion of arm end 25. 

Re claim 18, the arms may be driven through identical paths if so desired and be at 
different distances from center point 13. 
Re claim 34, the arms are co-planar.

Claims 19-22, 27 and 28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Simunovic and Roy et al. each show at least three robotic arms 
which may be decoupled and rotate around 360 degrees.
